SOON AFTER, H erring had 


recovered to 
such an extent 
th at when Mt.

Angeles, the 19-year-old youth 
w as sworn in as assistan t post­ 
m aster and took over the m an ­ 
agem ent of the store under the 
supervision of Lykken, senior 
partner in the firm.

DURING HIS STAY here, he 
becam e acquainted w ith m any 
fine people, "m ost of the citi­ 
zens at th at tim e and m any 
visitors who w ere here tem por­ 
arily for their health ;

LANGFORD REPORTED that 
sales tax receipts for August, 
1954, were $11,439 as compared 
to $7,682 for August, 1953. Total 
for the first two m onths of the 
current fiscal year w as $22,897 
as of August 31 and for the 
corresponding period in 1953, 
$19,467. 
Biggest fiscal year in sales 
tax collections to date was the 
1953-54 year ending June 30, 
this year. The total w as $164,­ 
598. 
The sales tax law w ent into 
effect in May, 1947. 


PARKING

Feel Club Sole Resting on Turf

only a sm all thing is needed to 
put you back on your game. 
T oday’s suggestions are based 
on such a theory. The slightest 
noise or m ovem ent th at catches 
vour ear or eye can m ake you 
¡flinch during your sw ing. 
To 
cut down the num ber of things 
th at m ight catch your eye you 
could w ear a sort of blinder 
w hich w ould allow you to see 
only the tu rf under your ball. 
A 
more practical 
stunt 
to 
elim in ate d istracting noises is 
had in the sim ple procedure of 
filling your ears w ith cotton. 
If you have the feeling th at 
you are not lin in g up properly 
w ith your clubface stop w orry­ 
ing about it an d concentrate on 
h av in g the bottom of the club- 
h ead or sole resting n atu rally 
on th e turf. T his autom atically 
an d consistently controls the 
clubface and 
lie in 
general. 
M ake sure th a t the sole rests 
sq u arely on th e ground as it 
does on the finger as shown in 
th e accom panying illustration. 


IF YOU FIND your left hand 
loosening its hold on the club 
there 
are 
tw o 
m easures 
to 
follow. 
First, w ear a golf glove*w ith 
long fingers. T his fills out th e 
grip under the left little fingers 
an d seem s to give them more 
stren g th for holding firmly. 
Secondly, place a ring of 
two or three layers of tape or 
G auztex around the ton of the 
grip on your club. This w ill 
m ak e you hold the club an 
inch or m ore down from the 
top as you should. T his lower 
hold on the club helps a lot 
about keeping a firm grip w ith 
th e left hand. 
W hen you have trouble slow ­ 
ing 
down and 
m aking your 
sw ing sm oother and easier stop 
stru g g lin g 
w i t h 
the 
sw ing 
proper. Sim ply give most of 
vour attention to your w aggle. 
R egard this as a m iniature of 
your sw ing. M ake these prelim ­ 
in ary moves slow ly and easily, 
th en the follow ing action will 
follow this pattern. If you turn 
or raise your head keep your 
chin pointed for a count of one, 
two. three, after the sw ing is 
com pleted. 
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L earner M argaret Foster dis­ 
covers th at th e sole of every 
club should rest flat on the 
ground. This helps to keep 
the clubface in the proper 
position

PUBLISHER’S CORNER 


By Oliver B. Jaynes 


NO TRIP LIKE THIS — One of the beautiful and 
interesting motor tours in California — and one every­ 
body should take some time—is the drive from Los An­ 
geles to the Monterey Peninsula taking Highway One, 
better known as the San Simeon highway north from 
San Luis Obispo. 
For sheer scenic beauty and points 
of historic interest it is unexcelled. 
We took this de 
lightful drive recently and while we had made it several 
times before, seemed to enjoy it more than ever. For 
one thing we were not in too big a hurry which often 
takes most of th e pleasure out of a motor trip. 
This 
time we took two days for the trip, stopping overnight 
at Morro Bay. 


From the picturesque little seaside resort of Morro 
Bay the highway hugs the coastline all the way to 
Monterey and scenery along this rugged shoreline is a 
series of spectacular vistas for almost the entire dis­ 
tance. The country through which we pass from here 
north was settled in 1870, but it was not to be enjoyed 
by the motorists until the highway was built in 1937. 
After passing through the quaint old village of Cambria 
Pines we drive for miles along the famed Hearst 100,000 
acre ranch and get a peek at his fabulous La Casa 
Grande castle atop of a 1600-foot enchanted hill. 
The 
castle can be viewed in some detail through a telescope 
a t the little town of San Simeon. As we proceed north, 
the region abounds in m any forms of wild life and in a 
profusion of wild flowers it is a delight to eyes of trav­ 
elers. Farther north, the highway leaves the shoreline 
and is carved out of the side of forested mountains 
which drop sharply into the sea. 
It is here that we 
enter the Big Sur, which boasts the southernmost stand 
of large redwoods in California. The wooded mountains 
and sparkling streams of this region make it a favorite 
spot of vacationists. 
It is also* well equipped with re­ 
sort accommodations. 
The drive from here to the 
Monterey Peninsula seems to become more beautiful 
with each mile, with breathtaking views of the blue 
Pacific seen through picturesque cypress trees. 


We enter the Monterey Peninsula a t the charming 
and wholly different community of Carmel-by the Sea, 
noted for its art colony, streets that wind among the 
trees and homes tucked promiscuously in wooded hill­ 
sides. Carmel is a community with a character all its 
own. 
Its residents are said to be clannish and some 
would build a wall around the town to keep out tourists. 
They go there just the same, but it must be said that 
the town has been able to preserve its charm and uni­ 
que features as the community has grown. 


On the other side of the Peninsula along the Bay of 
Monterey are Monterey and nearby Pacific Grove. 
Monterey, the first capital of California, abounds in his­ 
toric landmarks. There are some fifty old adobe build­ 
ings, relics of early California history, still standing. 
Among them, the first theater in California, the old cus­ 
tom house which was erected by the Spaniards in 1814, 
the first brick house in California and the home of 
Robert Louis Stevenson, but at Fisherm an’s Wharf, one 
can still see life going on pretty much as it was 75 years 
ago where fishermen still mend their nets just as they 
did in the days of old. 


It was interesting to me to learn that there are five 
golf courses on the Monterey Peninsula, Del Monte, 
Pebble Beach, Pacific Grove Municipal links. Monterey 
Peninsula Country club and Cypress Point club. 
The 
green fee at the nine-hole municipal course in Pacific 
Grove is 50c. Other interesting sights on the Peninsula 
include the never-to-be-forgotten 17-mile drive around 
the scenic shoreline from Pacific Grove to Carmel. 
Here we see the most beautiful shoreline in California 
where nature has combined the ruggedness of barren 
rocks, the grotesque shapes of Monterey Cypress with 
a background of deep blue water in a spectacular way 
that will long be remembered by those who enjoy this 
scenic wonderland. 
For us the most enjoyable part of 
this whole trip was to share it with our good friends, 
Mr. and Mrs. C. J. Wilkinson of Washington, D.C., and 
the visit with former Villagers, John and Priscilla Chaf- 
fey. I hope the readers of this column enjoyed as much 
as I did the polished prose of Priscilla Chaffey as she 
described in this column last Thursday her impressions 
of Monterey Peninsula and Palm Springs.

Pic­ 
ture your problem as in God’s 
hands and Him as w ith you a l­ 
ways. Affirm this daily and you 
will gain the courage you need 
to m aster your fears.

“It’s easy to get careless and 
run into trouble if we don’t 
w atch the figures on our spee­ 
dom eters and keep w ithin safe 
driving speeds,” Lt. H. W. Ren- 
kel said. “Our records in desert 
area show th at over 50 rv 
of 
our accidents are caused by too 
m uch speed. S tatew ide the per­ 
centage is one-third. We know 
that the faster you are trav el­ 
ing the more dangerous it is 
w hen trouble comes. The only 
way we can hope to lower our 
accident toll is to lower speeds 
and th at is w hat the Patrol 
proposes to do.”
